It' has almost seemed to me 
that the light was a part of myself, 
When we had *are of the old lard-oil 
lamps on .Matinicus rock,1 they were 
more .difficult to tend than these lamps 
are, and sometimes they would not" burn 
BO weH when, flrst lighted, especially 
in cold, weather when tW oil got cool 
Then, some nights I could not sleep a 
winjc an night, though I knew the keep- 
er himself was watching. And many 
bights I have watched the lights my 
part of the night, and then could not 
Sleep the rest of the night, thinking 
nervously what inight happen should 
the light fail,

In oil these years'I always .put the 


lamps in order in the morning, and 
I lit them at sunwlt. Those old lamps 
—as they were when my father lived 
on Matinicus rock—are so thoroughly 
Impressed on .my memory that ' even 
how I often dream of them. There were 
14 lamps and "14 reflectors. When I 
dream of them it always seems to me 
that I have- been away a long while, 
and I am trying to get back in time 
to light the lamps. Then I am half 
way between Matinicua and White 
Head, and hurrying toward 8tBe rock 
to light the lamps there before sunset. 
Sometimes I walk on the water, some- 
times I am in a boat, and sometimes 
t seem going in the air—I must always 
see the lights burning in both places 
before I walce. I always go through the 
same scenes in cleaning the lamps and 
Ugliiiug them, and I feel a 'great deal 
more worried in my dreams than when 
I am awake:
